OF POSTAL

Tbe department has warned all post- 


masters, whether at offices of receipt or 
of delivery, to watch sharply to see that 
the regulations are complied with, stat- 
ing that failure to do so will be regard- 
ed as gross negligence and treated ac- 
cordingly. This leaves the postmasters 
no choice in the matter aud obliges 
them to strictly en fore 3 the law under 
all circumstances.

Abram .1. Hose, of counsel for the de- 


fenBe. speaking of the opinion of At- 
torney Cienerul Griggw, upon which 
President McKinley approved the flnd- 
Ing of the court martial which tried 
Captaiu Carter, said: 


"The Attorney General, as reported 


in the newspapers, seems to have 
reached the conclusion that Captain 
Carter was guilty because he didn't 
{trove ills innocence. The report con- 
cede* there was no evidence showing, 
or tending to show, that any of the 
moneys handled by Carter cnme from 
the- contractors, but because Carter's 
story as to where they came from \\as 
iiot believed he must be found guilty. 
In other words, that before a court 
martial a different rule Is to be applied 
to a prisoner charged with crime from 
what is applied to the commonest crim- 
inal In a civil court—namely, that he is 
presumed to be innocent until be is 
proven guilty; while in a court martial 
he Is to be presumed guilty until he is 
proves his innocence. 


"It was established before the court 


martial by at least three witnesses that 
Carter" father-in-law \\as out of. the 
United Slates and was ill during the 
entire time the court martial was in 
session. A letter from him, stating 
that Carter had acted for him in the 
matter of his money and property un- 
der powers of attorney, and which, in 
substance, corroborated Carter In rela- 
tion to those matters. \\as offered in 
evidence before the court martial, and. 
upon objection by the judge advocate, 
was excluded."

A Poor Showing for the American 


Carrying Trade. 


Washington, Oft. s.—Frank L. Xenll 


of Hie liriu of 1'eter Wrljrlit \- Son of 
I'luladclplila, and N. H. Kelly, secre- 
tary of Uie TradeK League of Phila- 
delphia, wore the latest witnesses be- 
fore the Industrial Commission.

The estimates of appropriations for 


tlie marine corps now in the hands ol 
the secretary ot the navy for transmission 
to congress, recommend the folloadug 
acreages in appropriations: $15,000 to 
ncreaae the size of the marine barracks 
at the New York navy yard; 8100,000 to 
mild new marine barracks at the 
League Inland uavy yard; $5.000 to put 
an additional story on the marine bar- 
racks at the navy yard, Portsmouth, N. 
H.; 910.000 for g^coral repars at all 
marine posts, and $10,000 additional foi 
transportation and recruiting. An ap- 
propriation is also recommended of 
395,000 for marine barracks, $13,000 for 
conaouudant's quarters and 810,000 for 
one sot of juuior officers' quarters at 
Annapolis, Md. This increase in ap 
propnation for the naval academy is 
proposed iu place of tbe amount in 
the current appropriation lt>w, which 
was found to bo inadequate by about 100 
pur cent because of the great rite in the 
price of building material*.—Army aud 
Navy Journal.
